FOMUSTEAD DUTIES.—A _ settier 
who haa been granted an entry for 
a homestead ie required by the pro 
visions of the Dominion Lands Aet 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
plang: 

(1) At least six months’ reeidencs 
upon and eultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of tliree 


years. 

(2) If the father (or mother, if thie 
father is deseased) of any person who 
ia eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of thie Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by sucht person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
thia Act aa to residence prior to ob- 
taining patent, may be eatiafied bx 
such péreon residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settier hae obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a eertifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
eribed by thia Aot, and has obtained 
entry for a seeond homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to rasi- 
denee prior to obtaining patent may 
be eatiefied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home 
stead ie in the vicintiy of the first 
homastead. 

(4) If the settler hae his permanent 
residence upon farming land owneé 
by him in the vicinity of his home 
stead, the requirements of thie Act 
es to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon gaia ‘and.

Application fer patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the loeal agent, eub-agent, or 
Homestead Inepestor. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Landa, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do ao.
